To Make Constructive, FRIENDLY SOLUTIONS OF 


CHILDREN’s PROBLEMS 


I. We make careful and sympathetic study of the conditions 
in the child’s home in the effort to remove the trouble, and 
not remove the child. 

II. We maintain children at board in families, keeping brothers 
and sisters together. The health, education and happiness 
of these children is insured by the supervision of trained 
visitors. 

Parents are expected to aid, when possible, in the support 
of their children; and families are reunited as soon as prac- 
ticable. 

III. We receive, temporarily, children for medical treatment, or 
when homes are broken up through illness of parents or other 
domestic causes. 

A limited number of babies received. 

Plans are made for older boys and girls and aid and super- 
vision given through high school and vocational periods. 

Special attention given during the summer to building up 
delicate children of school age. 

Girls up to twenty-one, and boys to fourteen years, under 
probation of the Juvenile Court, are placed in families and super- 
vised by the Society. 

The cost of board and clothing is regulated by the cost of 
living. 

The Society is non-sectarian, and is supported entirely by 


voluntary contributions.

mr itiE Boston Children’s Friend Society, now in 
4 Ke its Y3rd year, has given some definite aid to 
weal every one of the 980 children who have needed 
4 us during the past twelve months. They have 
ranged in age from two weeks to 19 years, and 351 of 
them have been under our special care and in foster 
homes. 

So numerous and urgent have been the calls not only 
from the children but from parents in need of advice, 
that one more member has been added to our staff, thus 
making ten in addition to our General Secretary Miss 
Barnes. Miss Blanchard left us to be married, while 
Miss Miller and Miss Grace I. Brown came to us last 
fall. We owe much to them all for their patience and 
perseverance and common sense exercised in the face of 
many problems. Miss Barnes, our valued General Secre- 
tary since 1917, has recently been very ill with pneumo- 
nia. We are now rejoicing in the good news that she 
is making a rapid recovery. 

During the year Reverend Frederick B. Allen one of 
our Honorary Vice-presidents, and Mrs. Albert Gay an 
Honorary Director, have died. 

The Directors have added to the income of the Society 
by holding a Rummage Sale on October 29 at the Shaw- 
mut Congregational Church where $1,943.00 was raised, 
and by staging the Animated Advertising Adventure in 
December jointly with the Travelers’ Aid Society. Two 
performances were given at the Boston Opera House 
and brought in a net result of $9,212.00 to be divided 
equally between the two Societies.

A Process of Treatment 


JU T of nine hundred eighty children who needed 

HE 1 the Boston Children’s Friend Society this 
N es), year, three hundred fifty-one have been in our 
se special care and in our foster homes. 

What have we accomplished for this group of chil- 
dren? Is foster home care the cure for all the ills that 
children are heir to, as some people seem to think? Do 
such miraculous changes take place in children who are 
placed in foster homes as we often read about? ‘True 
stories which tell of the remarkable metamorphoses pro- 
duced when the instrument of foster home care is used 
often smack of the Cinderella wand because it is so diffi- 
cult to put the day by day process into words. The crux 
of the whole problem lies, of course, in the foster home. 
If we have made sick children well; if we have helped 
build character in our three hundred fifty-one children; 
if bad habits have been corrected somewhat and founda- 
tions for right living started, the credit is due largely 
to the foster mothers and fathers who have lived with 
our children and made them a real part of their own 
family groups. 

Can we put our finger on any of this day by day pro- 
cess which goes on in the foster home? For here is the 
test of our true accomplishment. 

George was one of those labelled by our statistics— 
Behavior Problem. ‘The influences which had helped to 
build up his delinquent attitude were—the life of crowded 
city streets where gang activities of the wrong sort had 
made him a truant and a bunker out at the age of eleven, 
a disorganized home due to the death of his father and 
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consequent necessity of his mother to labor by the day, 
an older brother who had already served a term in a 
House of Correction, and finally the advent of a step- 
father, who in a fit of jealousy shot his mother while he 
looked on helpless and in terror. An appealing lad with 
great brown eyes which he had learned to use most ef- 
fectively in getting his way with “grownups.” 

He was taken by his visitor to “Ma Brinton” as the 
children call her. Ma Brinton smooths down his hair 
and caresses him just a little as the visitor is leaving, and 
says to him, that she knows he and she will be good 
friends. ‘Then she shows him his room, and shows him 
the chest in the big kitchen where he is to have a drawer 
of his own to keep his special treasures in. She explains 
that that drawer is his alone. No one else will touch it, 
and that the other children have their drawers too, which 
are their own special property. 

That night at supper the children gather round the 
table. George has come to feel at home with the group. 
He has been taken in as a member. He wants to make 
himself felt—to be noticed as a personage. He begins 
to tell a very elaborate story of how he performed such 
and such a feat at school one time, and the story gets 
bigger and bigger, and the children stop eating, their 
eyes get larger and brighter as they watch him in wond- 
ering astonishment. 

Ma Brinton lets him finish and there is silence. George 
has succeeded in impressing the group with his import- 
ance, and he swells with pride. How should a mother 
deal with this situation? Here are her other chil- 
dren who have been taught that one doesn't tell 
lies—but can she scold George on his first night 
with her family, and prick his wonderful bubble? 
Her resourceful nature comes to her rescue. She smiles, 
as if she had enjoyed the story, then turns to her own 
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son—‘‘Now Richard, you see if you can tell as good a 
one as that, and after you we'll all have a try and see 
which can tell the best story.” Richard is captivated. 
He realizes that it is only a story, and begins to see what 
he can do to out-story-tell George; and thus around the 
table—till George gets the sense of the situation and sees 
that it is just fun they're having, and that everyone 
realizes the stories aren't true. It’s just a game, and Ma 
Brinton turned the trick. 

George comes racing downstairs first in the morning. 
“Ma, shall I sing you a song while you fry the pan- 
cakes?” “Surely,” says Ma Brinton, and the pancakes are 
fried to the tune of “Oh Yes, That’s My Baby’—Oh 
Yes! George knows all these popular melodies. He 
learned them in the movies long before he came to Ma 
Brinton. 

Afternoon—and home from school. When George 
reaches the outside shed door it’s, “Ma, I got a hundred 
in spelling today.” “Fine, and what about the other 
things, and what happened in school today?” Each child 
has his turn in telling. 

Then George and Richard put on their old clothes, and 
maybe they work on the boat they’re building in the shed 
which is solely for their use, or go off to the woods to 
find a site for the hut they’re going to build. Creative 
work—this ! 

When George first came to Ma Brinton he spent all of 
his allowance on gum the first day he got it, and chewed 
all six sticks at once. This gum chewing and gum 
stretching got on Ma Brinton’s nerves, so she suggested 
that money can be made to stretch too; and George has 
stretched his so far now that he bought a pair of rubber 
boots the other day with his savings and has started to 
save for a clarinet. 


He took other people’s money when he came, but 
through the interaction of the group of children in the 
home, he found that taking other people’s money wasn’t 
tolerated; and the opinion of other children of his own 
age who had the right ideas has done much to help him 
see that point clearly. 

Sneakiness in games, also, is not tolerated by Richard 
or “Big Billy” as they play parchesi during winter eve- 
nings, and baseball and scrubball in spring and summer. 
George has gradually learned that fair play is the thing 
and also to perform stunts is fine, but that to perform 
stunts and tell big stories just to get attention for oneself 
is not borne by his pals, so he learns to let the other fel- 
low be the big toad in the puddle sometimes, and with 
good grace. 

Life holds so many interesting things now that George 
does not think of running away for excitement; and Ma 
Brinton makes him feel secure yet free to pursue all the 
interests a boy loves, such as collecting and building. 
His collections are never violated nor are his creations 
derided. They are praised if they are good. George is 
responding remarkably well to this attitude of fair play 
and interest and friendliness, but it does not all come 
overnight; it is a continuing process. Little by little old 
habits are changed and we see a little less selfishness, a 
little less playing to the gallery, and more real absorption 
in work and play. 

To fill the needs that come to us, we must find more 
and more Ma Brintons. It is difficult.

se8es! radical changes have been made, no spec- 
ae events have taken place, but the work of 
guiding and planning for the children has gone quiet- 
ly and steadily forward. Our progress in large 
measure has been due to the faithful and self-sacri- 
ficing efforts of those who serve on our staff. They 
have met emergencies, have wrestled with many 
difficulties and have maintained high standards all 
along the way. 

The funds necessary to carry forward the work 
of the Society have come partly through a generous 
response to letters and partly through the remark- 
able success of the Rainbow Fete at Magnolia in 
July, and the Rummage Sale at the Shawmut Con- 
gregational Church in October. The Sale was suc- 
cessfully carried out by Mrs. Charles R. Talbot and 
her committee and brought $1,390.67 into the treas- 
ury. At the beautiful estate of Mrs. William H. 
Coolidge in Magnolia, the Rainbow Fete was held 
on July 26th. Thanks to the clear sunshine, the 
large attendance, and the carefully laid plans of Mrs. 
Coolidge and her committee, the Fete was a success 
from every point of view. The net result was the 
tidy sum of $7,334.05. 


Three legacies have been added to the General 
Fund this year: $300 from the estate of O. M. 
Wentworth, $5,000 from Mrs. Alice W. Torrey, and

Our — me read to you Article 2, of the Constitu- 
ements tion of this Society, written over ninety 
; years ago: 


“Its object shall be to interest itself in behalf of 
needy and exposed children, to provide, when neces- 
sary, for their reception, care and education, either 
by surrender, or as boarders, until the object for 
which they were taken has been accomplished, or 
until other suitable provision can be made for them.” 


The word “surrender” has been practically re- 
placed by guardianship through an Act of the Legis- 
lature in 1885, and “reception, care and education” 
is carried out through foster home training in place 
of institutional training. Twenty-four years ago, 
Jacob A. Riis, while addressing the Annual Meeting 
of this Society said: “all facts, we know, may not 
be written in a constitution.” But this Society is 
continuously grateful to the writers of Article 2 for 
their wise and liberal phrase, “until the object for 
which we have taken them shall be accomplished.” 
They have given us a background of continuity, a 
steadfastness of purpose, and the right to carry to 
completion the training and education of the thou- 
sands of children entrusted to us through the years. 
We have learned, by experience, that an unfinished 
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piece of work for a child is not only poor economy, 
but moral waste. 


808 Children Now, what relation has Article 2 of 
Needing Us. ninety years ago to the children who 

need us today? Well, it shows that 
some things in human nature are fairly static. We 
are asked today to provide for the same type of 
children who needed us ninety years ago; all the 
elemental needs—when sickness, death and poverty 
enter the home; but, today, “the exposed” child of 
the past comes to us through the Juvenile Court and 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
societies that did not then exist. And the heart- 
breaking , difficult child of the past is now classified 
in our mental hygiene group, and, we hope, we are 
slowly learning a better way to study him and care 
for him. 


335 Children Of 808 children needing us this year, 


eeeryen 85 per cent. were children of Boston. 
Within the Each child applied for received some 
Society. definite aid, either by direction to a re- 


sponsible society qualified to care for 
him, or through study and constructive plans made 
by the Department of Advice and Assistance, by 
which he was lifted above the need of any welfare 
agency. And this Society gave direct care to 335 
children. Many were single problems, and even ina 
family group each child has his individual needs. 


The Home- Mr. Riis made another statement in that 
Jess Group. = address. He said, “Wrecked homes we 

shall always have.” Today, the largest 
share of our service is given to children from broken 
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homes—229 out of 335 this year. But this group 
does not bear, as so often, the stigma of absolute 
neglect or cruelty or separation of parents, but the 
natural and inevitable ills of life. Divorce and deser- 
tions were few. 128 children lost their homes 
through the death and insanity of mothers. We can 
only hope this will be a decreasing factor as the 
Health Service of the City grows. 


The Child of In the homeless group, we have cared 
ea for 35 children, whose parents were not 

married to each other. These children 

bear the heaviest burden of all for the 
world is not yet as friendly to them as we hope it may 
be; therefore, we must love them very hard. When 
it is impossible to keep these children with their 
mothers or their natural relatives, we either take 
guardianship and direct their future or we promote 
their adoption. Six legal adoptions have been com- 
pleted this year, of children who have been with us 
on probation for sometime. We believe these adop- 
tions were wise ones and of distinct value to the 
children and their adoptive parents. 


HEALTH: Our Health Problems divide into two

‘caland Con- °10, of which 164 came from hospitals, 
valescent Community Health Associations, and 
Care; 45 — physicians. We cared for 99 children 
were Babies. 

under five years, and of these 45 were 
under two years. This was a tremendous burden 
on our small nursing department, but it was carried 
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faithfully and successfully. Our convalescent serv- 
ice is continuous through the year, although we in- 
crease it in the summer for the benefit of school 
children. We do not take definite orthopedic cases, 
nor severe heart problems, requiring long, continued 
bed care. We do preventive work for children con- 
valescing from infectious diseases which involve the 
heart. We do feel a real duty to the hospitals, to 
help them finish their good work by caring for the 
convalescent child when his home is not suitable to 
receive him after his discharge. His problem may 
develop need for long continued care.

Court tue 
Judge Baker Foundation, the Habit Clinics and dis- 
tracted parents. We have two visitors doing in- 
tensive work for these children. Our visitors might 
sometimes lose heart were it not for the constant 
and helpful advice from psychiatrists and the aid of 
our devoted and intelligent foster mothers. Some 
of our boys are under suspended sentence to Lyman 
School, but their improvement has been so marked 
the Courts feel justified in continuing them under our 
home training. 


Temporary We have two types of care—temporary 
Care. and permanent. Our statistics show 
that 118 of the children discharged from 
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temporary care were returned to parents or relatives 
with a definite home plan established. 
How can a Child Placing Society under the limita- 


tions of temporary care help to build up a home that 
has fallen down? 


Problem. The Red Cross brought us this problem. 

A young couple in their twenties had 
acquired—by the aid of twins—five boys and two 
girls in about nine years. The young mother had 
collapsed on her job, and when we were asked to 
help she was sick in bed at her own mother’s home. 
The baby was with her. There were no other rela- 
tives who could aid, so the father was carrying on 
his trucking business and caring for six children. 
He bundled them up at 6:30 in the morning, took 
them about among friends, called for them at night, 
fed, washed and mended for them. 


Treatment. The family physician thought three 
months complete rest would restore the 

mother. We took the six children and the father 
agreed to pay what we knew he honorably could. 
He had begun buying a home on the co-operative 
bank plan, but on account of sickness he had failed 
to meet assessments and the house was given up. 
Now, these children proved to be the best loved 
and the least trained children that ever came to us. 
We divided them in two homes, and, later, subdivided 
them as the foster mothers wore out. We soon dis- 
covered two of the boys had serious bad habits that 
were a menace to other children of families in the 
neighborhood, and the oldest boy of eight was a 
special problem. We had both medical and surgical 
treatment for the children, and psychiatric advice. 
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At the end of three months there was no change 
in the mother’s condition. At the end of six months, 
while physically stronger so she had been able to 
visit her children, she still appeared inarticulate and 
showed no mental alertness. We conferred with her 
physician, and, with his, and the parents’ consent, 
the mother was given psychiatric examination. We 
were advised that to save her from chronic invalidism 
the home should be re-established and the children 
returned gradually as her strength permitted. We 
acted on that plan. But it was four months more 
before the parents were in the new home. It was 
an old fashioned, double house, so they rented half, 
and the father again began the co-operative bank 
plan. The mother, who had been so negative through 
all these months came to life in her description of 
this home in a letter to the nurse. She told of the 
pleasant roads that led up to it, and the wonderful 
windows facing west, and east, and south, and the 
“small room” that as soon as they were able should 
be made into a bath room, and so—on, and on. The 
children went back one by one, as the mother steadily 
gained, and was anxious for their return. It was 
thirteen months from the time we took the children 
until they were all welcomed back home. 


Values. Now, what value did this family receive 

during this complete break in their 
family life? First: the children received one year 
of training—invaluable at their ages. Second: the 
mother was restored to health, she gained a new 
understanding of her children, and manifested a new 
attitude to her home cares. But the father gained 
most of all. He was the positive factor in the prob- 
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lem. He never lost his courage or energy, or the 
vision of a home. But he gained in a new sense of 
duty to his wife and a stronger responsibility to his 
children. He never let his children forget that he 
was their father, and that they were to return to 
him. He studied closely, with the nurse, all details 
of their treatment and training, so we are assured 
that we can safely leave those little boys in his care. 

Now, what did it all cost? I have the figures in 
dollars and cents. But I cannot give you the true 
cost in values. There will always be a challenge 
between the cost of service and the soul of service. 
The experience of a society as old as the Children’s 
Friend proves to us that though changing values 
may be set upon the cost of service that the soul 
of service does not change.

Many of the High School and vocational group 
have come a long way with us and now are nearly 
ready to become independent. Their ambitions and 
hopes, their ideas and ideals, their possibilities of 
success or failure are very near to our hearts because 
we have watched and noted their trends through the 
years.

With these older ones who are working comes the 
delicate question of gradually emancipating them, 
allowing them to exercise their own judgment in 
their affairs, yet having them feel that they have 
our backing and support; when occasion demands 
to give guidance, not too dogmatically or persistent- 
ly, but with full consideration for the dignity of their 
growing personalities. 

Human relationships are intricate even in the circle 
of one’s own family. In the realm of foster home 
care they are more so. No substitution can be 
perfect, and change is inevitable in the lives of these 
children. Parents move out of the State perhaps. 
Another mother and father are found. The child 
hasn’t the firm tie of blood to bind him to his former 
foster family, and hence that experience gradually 
fades into the background. He must learn to con- 
form to, and make his own, another set of family 
concepts. This shifting of anchorage makes for lack 
of continuity in the child’s life experience. Occa- 
sionally it happens, on the other hand, that a child 
will grow up to manhood or womanhood in one foster 
home where there has been an evenness of existence; 
and this seems the ideal situation, for here the So- 
ciety can gradually withdraw into the background 
confident that the links which have been forged 
through the years and which bind that child to his 
foster family will hold securely. 
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How Does it Two of the most interesting and worth- 
Sere Us while children of our permanent group 
by a So- are Billy and Bob, two brothers. They 
ciety? were lads of seven and eight when they 

first came into our care in 1916. Their 
step-mother had died, and their father had placed 
them to board in a home at some distance from him. 
Because of the father’s failure to keep up their board 
and the boarding mother’s eviction for non-payment 
of rent, they were brought to the attention of the 
Society for Prevention of Cruelty to Children. The 
boarding home was found quite unsuitable. The 
father had no relatives who could take them; there- 
fore, they came to the Children’s Friend Society. 
Two brighter little boys one could not hope to see; 
keen and alert, they showed great promise of de- 
velopment. They were placed together in a home 
in the country. 

As time went on employment conditions became 
such that the foster mother had to work outside the 
home, and a change for the boys was contemplated. 
Bob writes at this time, “We're going to have a cow 
this winter and Billy and I would like to be here then. 
It will be awful hard for Mrs. P. to take care of that 
cow alone, and it will be great to have our own butter 
and be churning it and having whipped cream on 
things. Can’t we stay till spring?” Could you resist 
that appeal? We didn’t, and they were left there 
through the winter; but the foster family moved to 
another State in the spring and a change was im- 
perative, so they were readjusted in another country 
home, having spent two years in the first. Bob 
writes, “Billy and I are having a great time up here. 
We have a garden and a lot of things planted in it. 
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Billy and I like school and we like Auntie, too. We 
have a cow and a nice little white cow. The little 
white cow will give milk next spring, Auntie says, 
but I wish it was next week. I hope we can stay 
here a long time.” In this last sentence is shown the 
often fearful dread of being moved to another home 
which is continually with children thus placed. 

All this time the father had not written his boys. 
They were getting from the foster parents the love 
and care which their own father should have given 
them. He was not meeting his obligations in the 
way of board, and in 1918 moved to Washington. 
The next year he remarried, but lived in a furnished 
room. We then obtained guardianship. 

We see the characteristic trends of the boys during 
these early years. Both loved the farm life—the 
garden, the animals, the woods. Both were exceed- 
ingly keen mentally. At nine and ten they were do- 
ing careful drawings of tools and mechanical instru- 
ments, and they loved to fuss with machinery. They 
grew up, healthy, husky, normal boys; getting their 
knowledge of the meaning of life in watching the 
plants and animals develop and in being close to the 
processes of nature in its various forms. 

When Bob was fourteen and ready to enter High 
School, a couple on a farm not very far away became 
interested in him and offered to take him into their 
home; to give him a free home in return for some 
assistance about the farm. This seemed a good op- 
portunity for Bob to start being somewhat inde- 
pendent. He visited these people. The liking was 
mutual. The decision was left with him, and while 
he hated parting from Billy he decided that it was 
the thing to do. A letter from his new foster mother 
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shows her feeling for him, “He is so trusty and faith- 
ful. .We are getting very fond of him. He is like 
our own boy.” 

He completed his four years at High School with 
a good record, and came to Boston to take a course 
in auto-mechanics, which line he had chosen himself 
and for which he was decidedly adapted. He has 
completed his course and has launched himself on 
his first job at $22.50 a week which, by the way, he 
found himself. He is nineteen years old and is self- 
supporting with a good trade training to build on. 
He has visions which include some day owning a 
garage “as big as the State House.” 

Billy is finishing his second year at Mechanic Arts. 
Last year he had one of the best records in the school 
—five A’s on his report card. He works after school 
during the summer and helps buy his clothing. His 
ideal is to go through Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

Thus far they have come along the way, and the 
future augurs well. The Society has put nine years 
intensive care into the development of these boys. If 
they feel they have had love, understanding guidance, 
security, and an equal chance with all boys, our work 
has been well done.

OBJECT AND METHODS 


To Make Constructive, FRIENDLY SOLUTIONS OF 
CHILDREN’S PROBLEMS 


I. We make careful and sympathetic study of the conditions 
in the child’s home in the effort to remove the trouble, and 
not remove the child. 

II. We maintain children at board in families, keeping brothers 
and sisters together. The health, education and happiness 
of these children is insured by the supervision of trained 
visitors. 

Parents are expected to aid, when possible, in the support 
of their children; and families are reunited as soon as prac- 
ticable. 

III. We receive, temporarily, children for medical treatment, or 
when homes are broken up through illness of parents or other 
domestic causes. 

A limited number of babies received. 

Plans are made for older boys and girls and aid and super- 
vision given through high school and vocational periods. 

Special attention given during the summer to building up 
delicate children of school age. 

Girls up to twenty-one, and boys to fourteen years, under 
probation of the Juvenile Court, are placed in families and super- 
vised by the Society. 

The cost of board and clothing is regulated by the cost of 
living. 

The Society is non-sectarian, and is supported entirely by 
voluntary contributions.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
April 1, 1923 to March 31, 1924 


The 90th year in the history of the Boston Children’s Friend 
Society has brought many opportunities for service and co-opera- 
tion.

Two new members have been added to the staff: Miss 
Bissell, a graduate of Mt. Holyoke College who has had special 
psychiatric training at the Smith College Summer School, and Miss 
Blanchard, a graduate of Northfield and the Boston School of Social 
work. 

During the past year funds to carry on the work have come 
largely from friends who have responded to the letters written by 
Miss Barnes telling of the children who look to us for friendly 
help and counsel. We owe a debt of gratitude to all these stead- 
fast friends for the insight and generosity which prompted their 
gifts. In October the sum of $1,389.15 was added to the Treasury 
through a Rummage Sale held at the Shawmut Congregational 
Church under the leadership of Mrs. Charles R. Talbot. Bequests 
of $1,950 from Mr. Charles A. Vialle and $10,000 from Miss Annie 
L. Richards have been received and added to the General Fund 
since last year. 

The house at 48 Rutland St. is fast becoming one of the social 
welfare units in the city. The Boston Sanatorium, the Winsor 
Nursery School, one of the units of the Community Health Associa- 
tion, as well as our own executive offices are now all established 
under the same roof. 

During the past few months we have had a share in the experi- 
ment of “interpretive publicity” which is being tried in the Satur- 
day Herald under the auspices of the Boston Council of Social 
Agencies. Last September we welcomed the opportunity to be of 
service to the Committee on Charity Finance of the Boston Chamber 
of Commerce, supplying them with information helpful in their 
study of methods used in financing charitable agencies in Boston. 
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After accepting the invitation to become one of the organiza- 
tions participating in the Elizabeth Rector Harper Bungalow for 
Destitute Children, at Berlin, Mass., last summer, it was decided 
to accept membership in this organization which gives to groups of 
mothers and children an opportunity for outing and recreation in 
the country every summer. 

It is a pleasure to speak of the co-operation which we have re- 
ceived in full measure from hospitals where children have received 
special examination and care, from kindly physicians who have 
given freely of their time and skill, from the Boston Branch of the 
Needlework Guild, and from all who have done sewing on garments 
for the children or who played Santa Claus during the Christmas 
season. To all the loyal friends who stand by us year after year, 
as well as to those who have shown a helpful interest for the first 
time, we give our sincere and warmest thanks.

THE REPORT OF THE GENERAL SECRETARY 


The finest possible inheritance from the past is an ideal, funda- 
mentally sound, and we, who are carrying on the work of this 
Society today, are assured of that inheritance. We have only to 
recall that ninety years ago there were no Family Welfare Asso- 
ciations, no Prevention of Cruelty to Children, no Day Nurseries, 
and no Community Health Centers. The founders of the Boston 
Children’s Friend Society were convinced of the right of the in- 
dividual child to his health and happiness in his community; and 
they organized for the temporary care of neglected boys and girls 
from what we now call “broken homes.” By necessity, the Society 
became interested in the permanent problems of many of these 
children, and through the years five special acts were passed by the 
General Court of Massachusetts, extending the rights and privileges 
of the Society. Today, we are only one in a splendid group work- 
ing toward that same ideal, combining, as many of us do, in the 
Boston Council of Social Agencies, looking forward to greater civic 
progress; and it is no secret that we even dream of a civic millen- 
nium—though we are not bold enough to name the day nor the 
hour when it shall arrive. 

Today, we carry on our work in the extensive lodging house 
district of the South End of the city, at the door of two great 
hospitals and surrounded by settlement, family and health agencies. 
Of nearly one thousand children we served through this year, over 
seventy per cent. were Boston children and about two hundred resi- 
dents of the South End. We answered the call for one hundred 
and five children from the towns of our State territory, and we 
were able through investigation to plan for thirty-eight children 
from out of town and state agencies—as far away as Michigan. 
We added one hundred and forty-seven children to our family of 
one hundred and eighty-six, thus, giving direct service to three 
hundred and thirty-three through the year. For several years, as 
a child-placing agency, our relation to the public need has been 
clearly defined under health and home. T1ness and death, as usual, 
have been the leading factors in applications, and broken homes a 
close second. Nineteen hospitals and dispensaries asked our aid. 
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Three hundred and fifty-five children were from five years to one 


week old. 


Tue Broken Home 


Analysis of the factors in the breaking up of homes shows that 
insufficient income, desertion through incompatibility and actual re- 
fusal to support is eighty per cent. Alcoholism dropped to two 
per cent. 

It is a question which is the greater tragedy to children:—a 
home definitely dissolved, or one continued on this basis. 

We are asked to take into our care a young girl, who has been 

illtreated by unscrupulous young men. She has lived her 

fourteen years in her parents’ home, in a very good neighbor- 
hood, with advantages of Church, school and health resources. 

But the story reveals these facts of the home life. The 

parents’ marriage was one of necessity. There was a differ- 

ence of religion, one Protestant and one Catholic. The father 

had good earning ability and steady work. The mother was a 

fairly good housekeeper, but not a home maker. The father, 

inflexible in his likes and dislikes, had shown an increasing 
contemptuous attitude toward the mother. He was selfish and 
secretive, and the mother believed him unfaithful. The mother 
was unable to adapt herself to his temperament. She was 
neurotic, jealous and impatient, and unable to govern the chil- 
dren. The home life was one of confusion and recrimination. 

The girl feared her father and was indifferent to her mother. 

When trouble came, she had neither a father nor a mother to 

whom she could turn with confidence. Thus, this girl’s only 

hope of friendship and protection lay outside of her parents’ 
home. 


Department of Foster Home Care 
TREATMENT 


Of the three hundred and thirty-three children given direct 
service, two hundred and sixty-nine were in foster home care. ‘The 
monthly average was one hundred and seventy-three. Our general 
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convalescent work was carried, as usual, through the summer, and 
of overveighty children placed, fifty-nine were medical problems, 
including chorea, heart, post operative, post pneumonia, rachitic 
and the mal-nutrition cases. Many that came in for the summer 
work extended through the year. Fifty babies under three years 
were carried safely and happily by our nurse and many of their 
mothers with their social problems were in her faithful care. 


Tue Carpiac PrRogLEMS 


We have tried to do a small part in the present need for 
cardiac cases, and have treated twenty-five through the year. These 
problems involved varying conditions, and work with the heart case 
to be effective must be continuous. 

We have carried one lad three successive summers with a 
rheumatic heart. He was not a very hopeful case, but the 
reactions after the summer care were so reassuring with a 
gain of from ten to twelve pounds, the doctors permitted him 
to return to his home and school and each season he received 
his promotion. We have induced his family to move from the 
top of their tenement to the first floor, and now the whole 
family are enthusiastic and are trying to help him to get as 
robust as his older brother. 


A year ago, we accepted a severe chronic heart, an Italian- 
American girl of sixteen with a keen active mind. A socially 
minded physician asked us to remove this girl to a quiet, 
suitable home, and try her one year in high school. We ac- 
cepted the risk in the hope of fitting her for some work suit- 
able for her condition. She has only had one illness through 
the year, from which she has made a wonderful recovery, but 
with a long convalescence. We are planning to see this girl 
through. As it was such an experiment, our Directors have 
met all the expense. If this medical and social experiment 
succeeds, we shall then be encouraged to ask our contributors 
to aid in future problems of this nature. 
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Menta Hyairne PrRoBLEMS 


We have carried twenty-eight mental hygiene problems which 
divide into three groups, as they did the previous year:—the feeble- 
minded, the nervous, and the delinquent child. Nineteen have been 
treated under constant advice of a psychiatrist. We placed these 
children with our most intelligent and interested foster mothers, 
who are often present at conference with the psychiatrist and get 
his point of view and his suggestions. It is the foster mother who 
is sometimes the greatest factor in helping the child adjust his own 
problem. 

In the case of a very difficult girl an over anxious foster mother 
writes the visitor: “It takes every ounce of influence I have to keep 
her on the straight and narrow path. It is like walking a tight 
rope and the least outside influence will cause her to lose her 
balance!” 

Sometimes an unusual request is made to us from the hospitals: 
for instance, a fourteen year-old boy, a student at the Crippled 
Children’s School, has a diseased hip of long standing. He 
has been under many operations, has become mentally depressed 
and full of fear at the thought of a hospital. His home life is 
affected by his moods. He sits alone in his home. He will 
not join in the ordinary companionship of boys. The hospital 
asks us to give him a vacation. It is hard at first to persuade 
him to go. He has never been away from the city nor the 
desolate street on which he lives. But, after a few weeks in 
the freedom of a great New Hampshire farm, he begins to 
change and respond to all the life about him. The visitor 
from the hospital is surprised when he greets her with a smile 
upon his return. There is noted improvement in his interest 
in his school work, and we are asked to continue the home 
visiting for this boy. He now looks forward to these friendly 
visits, and talks over books and pictures. Once in a while, he 
and the visitor go to the theater together. And the mother 
says it has changed the whole house. Another operation is in 
prospect and we believe this one will be met in a more courage- 
ous spirit. He is to return to the farm this summer. 
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The following story illustrates the best type of service we 
can give through home treatment: 
Alice and Frank were the victims of poorly mated and erratic 
parents; and they illustrate very clearly the mental hygiene 
principle that “there is a reason behind every seemingly queer 
or anti-social attitude.” 
The children were discovered, ill, in meagerly furnished rooms 
in a lodging house, cared for by a mother who had drained the 
dregs of despair and was ready to do away with herself and 
them. The father, a gambler and spendthrift, had deserted. 
The mother and her children were subsisting on slight aid 
from an aunt, supplemented by public relief. 
Once before, the mother had attempted to end her life and 
the children’s. Here are her words, written to a police officer 
who had befriended her. “After eight months of not hearing 
from him and not a cent from him, I got to a pond two and a 
half miles away and it was a little ten cent doll of my little 
girl’s that saved us. It was cold; and torn between the inno- 
cent way the boy took us rowing and the way my little girl 
was cuddling her doll and wrapping it to make it warmer, I 
gave up and determined then that they at least were getting a 
little from life, and I had no right to take theirs.”’ 
A second time, overcome by despondency, she had actually 
given her boy bi-chloride and taken some herself. 
Determined that the catastrophe toward which the mother 
seemed to be moving should not occur, our visitor removed the 
children to a hospital and persuaded the mother to enter tem- 
porarily a hospital for the mentally sick for observation. She 
soon became a permanent resident and the careful salvaging 
of Alice and Frank began. 
Their poor little souls were sick from the buffeting they had 
received. In a cheerful home, with a careful, kind foster 
mother, Alice soon began to gain in poise and to lose her habit 
of taking refuge in hysterical spells when things went wrong. 
Her morbid fears gave way to a steady confidence in life; and 
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she is now entering into womanhood with every chance of meet- 
ing her problems squarely and winning out. 

But Frank was different and the solution of his problem did 
not come so easily. He was of a more nervous temperament 
and was more racked by the hardships he had gone through 
than Alice. He was rebellious when he came to us. Life was 
treating him badly, and he was retaliating with all the mechan- 
isms he had at his childish command. He knew his mother 
had tried to poison him, and what could a boy, not wanted by 
his mother, do but try to treat the world as rough as he had 
been treated. He truanted from school and took refuge in 
temper spasms and a vindictive manner toward his family. 
We put him in charge of a psychiatrist and placed him in a 
quiet, country home. There, he was walled off from the past 
and helped to start afresh on a basis of fitting himself into his 
environment rather than fighting it. He is now a well-poised, 
dependable boy of sixteen, rather inexpressive and not inclined 
to make many new friends, but showing by his quiet apprecia- 
tion and occasional enthusiastic word that life has a meaning 
for him. He will soon be at the age where a vocation must be 
chosen, and he is showing the desire and ability to be an 
electrician. 

The Children’s Friend Society stepped in when a crisis in the 
lives of two children was pending. We can estimate, now, the 
value of so much energy directed into channels for the good of 
the community. 

A glance at our statistical chart shows that thirty-two of the 


children in our permanent care are in high school, technical schools 
and college. This will necessarily mean an increased budget. Yet, 
we know—and desire to meet—the urgent need of still more co- 


operative, temporary care of children. Our experience has proven 
to us that three months cannot definitely define temporary care, so 
it has seeméd wise for us to extend that definition to include all 
children accepted, treated, and discharged within one year.

To make Constructive, Friendly Solutions 
of Children’s Problems. 


I. By careful and sympatbe.ic study of the conditions in tbe child’s 
home in the effort to remove the trouble, and not remove the child. 


Il. To provide, when necessary, permanent foster homes which meet 
the child’s need of health, education and happiness. 


III. To temporarily receive children for medical treatment, or when 
homes are broken up through illness of parents or other domestic 
causes. 


A limited number of babies received. 


Plans are made for older boys and girls and aid and supervision 
given through high school and vocational periods. 


Special attention given during the summer to building up delicate 
children of school age. 


Girls up to twenty-one, and boys to fourteen years, under probation 
of the Juvenile Court, are placed in families and supervised by the society. 


Parents are expected to aid, when possible, in the support of their 
children and families are re-united as soon as practicable. 


The cost of board and clothing is regulated by the cost of living. 


The society is non-sectarian, and is supported entirely by voluntary 
contributions.

ANNUAL REPORT

SOCIETY 


NoveMBER Mererine, 1920 


At the 87th Annual Meeting, the Directors of the Boston 
Children’s Friend Society wish to express their thanks to all the 
friends of the children, who have made it possible to investigate 
the needs of four hundred and eighty-nine new families and aid 
nine hundred and two children. 


The year has been one of activity on the part of the Directors. 
The war work and Red Cross work the past years prevented the 
society from receiving the usual share of assistance from its 
friends, and it was necessary to send an extra appeal letter this 
year to make up the deficit. This was sent under the direction 
of Mrs. J. Converse Gray, and brought a generous response of 
$17,019.69. 


An attractive sale was also held at the home of Mrs. Charles 
I. Thayer in December, from which $1,100 was received. A sale 
of partly worn clothing, shoes, bric-a-brac, etc., which has become 
a yearly interest, was held at our rooms in November, 1919. 
The proceeds amounted to $2,225. 


There is still need of more annual ‘subscribers, that we may 
give some assistance to every applicant. The demands for aid 
are increasing every year, and the expenses are correspondingly 
large. On account of the high cost of living, it was necessary 
for us to make a proper adjustment of salaries for our staff of 
workers. 


The Boston Children’s Friend Society has become a member 
of the Boston Council of Social Agencies, which is the outgrowth 
of the League for Preventive Work. Membership in this Council 
should bring us in close touch with other members of Child Help- 
ing Societies, as well as with all important movements for social 
and charitable work in Boston. 


BEQUESTS 


An additional thousand dollars was added to the Fanny 
Shoemaker Fund, August 30th, 1920, and five hundred dollars 
received from the Irwin Fund, and ten thousand from the Moses 
W. Richardson estate, for which we are duly grateful. 


We wish to thank the United States Railroad Administration 
for allowing lower rates to our workers. We again extend our 
thanks to Dr. McKinnon for his constant care of our children 
and wish to thank everyone who in any way has contriubted to 
their welfare and happiness.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL SECRETARY 


During the year of 1920 that closed October 

APPLICA- 31st, a total of 902 children received advice, aid 

TIONS and foster care through the two departments of 

this society; 128 new children were accepted, — 

of these 115 for placement in foster homes, and 13 for home super- 

vision. We began this year’s work with 203 children. We have, 

therefore, provided foster care and supervision for 331. We 

have been brought in contact with 489 families, including 86 that 
returned to us for further aid. 


Boston gave us 56% of our year’s work. Fifty-eight other 
towns contributed the balance. Through investigation and 
advice we have aided children in four other states, — Maine, 
Rhode Jsland, New York and Michigan. 


The causes that have brought out applications 

CAUSES to us have been normal, with one exception. Jn 

1917, our contribution to the pamphlet called “The 

Cost of Alcohol in Massachusetts,’ issued by the League for 

Preventive Work, shows that alcoholism was responsible for 

19% of the cases we handled that year. In this year, of 1920, 

alcoholism dropped to 1%. Our highest factor, as usual, was 

illness and death, which was over 37%; neglect, non-support and 
desertion, over 22%. 


We were asked to give foster care to 200 children 

BaRiEs under two years of age. When we reached that 

number early in the summer, we were obliged to 

refuse these requests. It was impossible for us to aid 30. We 

have not in the past specialized in baby care. We accepted 

only the baby that came in its natural family relation, but the 

need has been pressing. We were, however, able to assist 148 

babies through plans with their families and the co-operation of 

other societies, and maintained a monthly average of 25 babies 
in foster home care throughout the year. 


The parents of 32 families made insistent appli- 


FAMILY cation for foster homes for their children that both 
Conveni- father and mother might continue in employment. 
ENCE We have no technical term for that type of appeal, 


but we call it “Family Convenience,’’ which covers 
many human devices. A recent report of Miss Johnson, Assist- 
ant Commissioner of the Department of Labor and Industries, 
states “in a period of five years, from 1913 to 1918 there was an 
increase of 18% of women in industry in the state of Massachu- 
setts, and this was considerably more than the increase in popu- 
lation during that period and greater than the increase in the 
employment of men.’’ Many of the mothers so employed are 
not readily returning to home duties. 


For the first time in some years, illegitimacy 

ILLEGITI- has been rather a large factor, — over 9%. We 

MACY work with the Bureau on Illegitimacy, which has 

been organized to study the unmarried mother 

problem. We gave advice and assistance to many and have taken 
9 of these little ones into our care. 


The problems of the 686 new children, coming 

InvEstTiGA- to us this year, received thorough investigation, 

TION excepting 169 of those we referred to public and 

private agencies. We mean by. investigation a 

complete study of the child’s life, which will give us the basis 

for a just decision. A wise and kind investigation is of the utmost. 

value. It becomes a useful and delicate art in the adjustment. 
of human difficulties. 


For instance, at the beginning of the year, we were asked to 
take guardianship of a fifteen year old girl. Her parents had 
been divorced and her father re-married. The girl lived with 
her mother until the mother’s death. She then went into the 
home of an uncle, where a young brother was living. The home 
was in charge of a housekeeper. The girl was very unhappy 
over conditions there, but rather than change those conditions. 
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the uncle allowed the housekeeper to turn her out. When first 
seen by our visitor, the girl, delicate and attractive, was living in 
a French Canadian family, of which she made the thirteenth 
member. She was working in a thread factory, earning $9.00 a 
week, and, although under age, was employed Saturday nights 
in a ten cent store. She gave all she earned to the mother of 
the family, who, while exploiting the girl, insisted that she was 
not earning enough. The home was indescribably overcrowded 
and disorderly, filled with happy, rollicking children. The girl 
was pathetic in her determination to remain where she said she 
had found kindness and happiness. She declared she would 
drown herself if any effort was made by any society to remove 
her. Our visitor, however, went quietly to the homes of six 
relatives, four of them in another State. All of these relatives 
proved to have comfortable homes. None had refused to shelter 
the girl, but not one had reached out a kindly hand. Finally, an 
aunt, with a good income and no children, was disposed to con- 
sider her, provided the visitor could arrange the meeting. It 
took some months of the most wise and careful planning before 
the girl could be induced to go with our visitor to that home. 
The aunt proved to be kind and judicious. Over against the girl’s 
constant plea that if she made a change she might lose all the 
happiness she had — poor and mean as her present home was 
—the aunt, in a moment of wisdom, created this phrase, “But 
why not be happy and high too?” All the way home, the seirl 
repeated over and over, “happy and high.” It had changed 
the current of her thought. She decided to try it. She 1s still 
in the home of that aunt and our latest report tells us she is happy. 
It took ten months to complete this investigation. This girl is 
one of the 145 children whose problems are marked “advised.” 


The Placing Out Department has more than 

PLACING fulfilled its duty. We could not have tucked in one 

out Dr- more child. It was only through the unity of ideals 

PARTMENT and the finest spirit of service that the work has been 

accomplished. An average of over 185 children 

was Weta ed throughout each month of the year, and 9,481 
weeks of care given in this department alone. 
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During the summer months, we placed 60 deli- 

Deuicatr cate children; of this number, 28 were sick children; 

CHILDREN’ 14 were long, difficult, chorea cases, 6 practically 

from hospital beds; 3 older girls were admitted for 

special study, and 10 others will require a long term foster home 

care. We were able to return 24 of these children to their homes, 
greatly improved and ready for the school year. 


A study of ten of our feeblest babies gives a 

BaBy pathetic history of the handicaps under which they 
CARE come into this world. We took one of these little 
ailing creatures from the hospital where the mother 

was dangerously ill with pneumonia at the time of the baby’s 
birth. It was six months before the mother was restored to her 
health and able to return to her home. During that period the 
baby had developed into a beautiful child, and when the nurse 


took the baby home that mother felt she had indeed received a 
gift. 


We have all of our babies under medical supervision, either 
through the Baby Hygiene, Children’s Hospital or private physi- 
cian. The cost of transportation for babies and young children 
in extra taxi hire was $373.39. The costof special milk for these 
young children was $324.30. 


The Nursery School that was opened in our building in 
April, 1918, by the Winsor School Graduate Club has now estab- 
lished a Baby Hygiene Station, with a clinic open to the public 
one day a week. We now have this privilege for medical examina- 
tion of our children under six. 


With all that the child placing societies of 


INADEQUATE Boston are doing for its children, there are still 
CaRE OF many not receiving the care they should have, 
Boston and at the time it is most needed. This re- 
CHILDREN. sponsiblity seems to rest upon the children’s 


societies, and must, in some way, be met by 
them. This may mean expansion of service, if we are to do our 
part in solving this important problem.

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TEN YEARS AFTER 


More than 25 per cent of the 353 children discharged from the 
care of the Boston Children’s Friend Society during the last three 
years have had more than ten years continued care. The years 
of work witb these children have resulted in marked individual 
development and progress; while all that was best in the natural 
family relation has been discovered, preserved and strengthened. 
The same lever of education which raised the plane of individual 
development also raised the level of family integrity. Brothers 
and sisters have been kept together and live contacts maintained 
with wholesome parents and relatives. 


One family of five children was given eighteen years of con- 
tinuous care. When the mother died she left five children under 
eight years of age with a well meaning weak father. There were 
-no family resources. Housekeepers were failures. The heredity 
and promise of the children was good. All five were placed in one 
family at board. The father could pay only an average of three 
dollars each week for all of the children. This he paid faithfully 
until his death five years ago. The children grew older believing 
with pride that their father loved and cared for them. ‘The two 
older girls became professional nurses; one served with our forces 
in France. One of the sisters helped her two brothers earn their 
way through college. All five are helping the youngest sister fit 
herself for office work. They are discharged as one family of 
five, fine American citizens. 


Another father whose wife had deserted asked us to help him 
with his two little girls. We boarded:the children together in one 
foster family for eight years. When they were returned to the 
father, who had remarried and established a new home, our plans 
for their education were carried on happily. Out of a wrecked 
family was saved enough to create a stable family for two children. 


Thirteen years of care were given to help a widowed American 
mother with her four children. All were babies when their father 
died. The small insurance, with the wisest stretching, lasted a 
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very short time. The brothers and sisters were boarded together 
until plans for education separated them. Then with education 
completed, the mother and her four;children were reestablished in 
one home. The three oldest children are contributing to the 
support of the home and continuing the education of the youngest 
sister. The mother says, ‘““The Children’s Friend Society put us 
on our feet.” 


_ Another little crippled girl had no home and no people to go to 
on discharge from the hospital. She was placed in a family at 
board, and an older sister was found in another state. During 
the fourteen years of work the sisterly love grew stronger. When 
discharged, the younger girl was a self supporting, independent 
member in the family where we first placed her at board, and the 
two loyal sisters are helping each other to effective lives. 

This work of stabilizing the family and fitting the individual 
child for a life of usefulness and adaptability to the best in life 
goes on while we are turning probable habilities of society into 
definite assets.
